Liberal leader Nancy 
MacBeth says privatization 
isn’t new. At a Liberal- 
sponsored town hal] meet- 
ing Monday, MacBeth said 
health care in Alberta has 
been undergoing “stealth 
privatization” with private 
industry's role in health 
care rising from 22 per cent 
of spending to 31 per cent 
more recently. 

“There is a leak in the 
bucket with money going 
out to private operators 
and a mentality among 
physicians that they should look for 
business opportunities,” MacBeth 
told SEE.

out of its Italian-based parent cor- 
poration’s latest ad campaign. 
Following Benetton’s long tradi- 
tion of juxtaposing its logo with 
controversial images taken from 
reality, the campaign features full- 
face mug shots of American death 
row inmates, along with statistics 
about each one’s birth date, birth- 
place, length of incarceration and 
crime. All are stamped with the 
words SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

The WEM store’s managers feel 
the use of death row inmates for 
the purpose of selling casual wear 
is offensive, and Gold concurs, 
arguing the company is cynically 
exploiting a serious issue to draw 
attention to its products. 

Ironically, Gold simultaneously 
dismisses and proves the value of 
Benetton’s shock tactics. Such a 
ploy won't change her position on 
capital punishment, she says, but it 
does get her and other media types 
thinking and relating to their audi- 
ences about the question of capital 
punishment. No convicted killers 
will be used to sell sweaters in this 
market, but Benetton has used its 
eerie power to prompt a discus- 
sion of the death penalty ina 
newspaper half a world away. 

While a portrait of a convicted 
killer peering back at you froma 
billboard is inarguably a provoca- 
tive image, it’s not the implicit con- 
demnation of capital punishment 
Gold assumes is a given. At a basic 
level, it’s a picture and the name of 
a guy who is going to die for some- 
thing he was convicted of doing, as 
per the laws of the state where

here is very little articulation in 
T: words of rage, yet, I shall try. 

The price of human life was 
lowered yet again recently, with 
the murder of Tara Ann McDonald. 
Working alone in a fast-food store, 
ona shift slated to end at 2 a.m., 
she was bludgeoned to death for a 
ridiculous amount of money. 

There are hundreds of business- 
es in this country that, in order to 
save a few dollars and maximize 
profits, have only one staff mem- 
ber working alone during late 
night hours. Unwilling to fork out 
the minimum wage for a second 
worker, these cheap, money-grub- 
bing pricks justify their frugality 
by pointing to the low frequency of 
business late at night. 

Well and good. Except that 
these late-night businesses are the 
preferred targets for the same vio- 
lent robberies like the one that - 
ended Tara McDonald's life. The 
business owners feel that posting 
signs declaring that small amounts 
of money are kept on the premises 
are the magic wand that will keep 
their young, minimum-wage work- 
ers safe, 

The Hi a with this logic is 
that the human race produces 


he’s imprisoned. Benetton’s a 
campaign, while Scien is 
not explicitly sympathetic toward 
its subjects — the sympathy or 
lack thereof is supplied by the per- 
son who sees the ad. In this way, it 
gets at our unexamined assump- 
tions about justice and retribution 
(the Benetton Web site — 
www.benetton.com — is more 
explicitly anti-death penalty). 

There’s a lot of room for ques- 
tioning unexamined assumptions 
about capital punishment, like 
whether it’s really a deterrent 
against violent crime, or whether 
80 per cent of Canadians believe 
criminals should be executed. 
CCRAP leader Preston Manning 
recently promised Canadians the 
death penalty would be put to a 
referendum under a Reform gov- 
ernment, where that legendary 80 
per-cent popular support would 
bring the gallows back . 

Politics is all about sales too, 
and the death penalty, which 
hasn’t been carried out in this 
country in more than 40 years, is a 
popular plank in a law-and-order 
platform, so Manning had to tread 
on it sooner or later. 

Which is why we have to be talk- 
ing and thinking about the death 
penalty a lot. The House of 
Commons could hear a proposal to 
reinstate the death penalty in 
Canada. And just as in advertising, 
the whole issue is really about 
optics, that irritating little word 
marketing people use to describe 
how something appears, rather 
than how it actually is. 

As we've all heard, Canadians 
are overwhelmingly in favor of 
capital punishment. But when peo- 
ple are asked if they support the 
death penalty, something less than 
half say yes. Tracy Lamourie of the

suckers, who are perfectly willing 
to kill someone for small amounts 
of cash. 

This is why we hear about some 
convenience store/gas 
station/video store/fast-food joint 
being robbed every. week and why 
it is almost always a young person 
working alone late at night, who 
gets to stare down the barrel of a 
gun, or have a knife thrust in their 
face, or get their head smashed in 
with a bat. 

For $5.90.an hour. All because 
it’s too expensive to have two staff 
members on duty. It’s not cost- 
effective. It hurts the bottom line. 

These entry-level position work- 
ers are currently on the front lines 
of a battle that our thinly spread 
police force cannot win. Obstinate 
in their greed, the business owners 
continue to send these young peo- 
ple out alone, unwilling to pay the 
pittance it would require to have a 
second person present, a statisti- 
cally proven deterrent to these 
types of crimes. 

So Tara McDonald is dead. The 
maggot responsible will be found 
and the courts will vomit etal ‘

Canadian Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty (www.ccadp.org) 
says support for the death penalty 
wanes significantly when people 
are presented with other, non- 
lethal options for protecting soci- 
ety. That says something about 
people's level of comfort with 
killing people for their crimes. 

So, what’s the connection 
between death row inmates and 
overpriced sweaters? I don’t know 
— what's the connection/between 
silicon-enhanced breasts and 
mass-produced beer? Advertisers 
have always done things i in ques- 
tionable taste, and Benetton might 
yet come up with even more 
provocative concepts and drop 
death row inmates like a pan of 
burnt lasagna. But while we're 
questioning their values, ityproba- 
bly wouldn’t hurt,to check on oir 
own before someone asks us to 
vote on the reintroduction of capi- 
tal punishment in Canada. If it 
takes a clothing ad to get us talk- 
ing, then that will have to do.

t’s hard to figure how a blues- 
fn with the impressive creden- 

tials of Mr. Leslie Johnson, aka 
Lazy Lester, has never found the 
kind of fame some of his peers 
have. Then again, that’s the blues 
isn't it? 

This Louisiana-born songwriter 
and multi-instrumentalist has a 
history that is as ripe with great 
moments as a number of more 
universally recognized bluesmen, 
and while it is not on a day to day 
basis, the 66-year-old musician is 
still rocking crowds on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Set to make his Edmonton 
début at the Yardbird Suite this 
weekend, the man who isn’t com- 
plaining about his status will be 
bringing with him a bag full of 
original blues tunes, which after 
five decades have reached that 
rung on the ladder where they are 
now considered timeless. 

Just as importantly this conge- 
nial and humble man will be, for 
part of his shows, performing in a 
one-man band setting that is all 
but a lost art in the world of blues 
and folk music. 

“J do a lot of my shows solo. I've 
got a board set up for one foot and 
a tambourine on a high hat with 
some castanets, plus my guitar 
and harmonica. It gets going,” said 
Johnson, from his home in Pontiac 

afew days ago. i 
F pleased that from 
all the reports he’s heard, the local 
back-up band employed to join 
him for a great deal of each 
evening are a more than capable 
bunch. He hasn't been fed a line 
on that end. The unit is the 
Graham Guest Band, which along

I guess I 
was like the old horse, when he'd 
hear that bell, he’d still want to 
pull the cart,” chuckled Johnson,

Overseas bookings at festivals 
found him to be a favorite, which 
he still is in Holland and France 
After relocating to Louisiana for a 
while he finally got an invitation to 
play the Chicago Blues Festival in 
the early '70s.

“I'd go play in Ontario around 
that time with a band called the 
Windsor Dukes too.

Wee the management of the 


Edmonton Symphony Orches- 

tra announced the postpone- 
ment of this year’s rESOund 
Festival of New Music this year, 
they hurriedly scrambled to find a 
replacement to satisfy the expecta- 
tions of the orchestra's supporters. 
Given the recent emphasis on 
extreme sports in the field of ath- 
letics, the ESO programmers came 
up with an interesting solution to 
their dilemma. They invited former 
Edmonton pianist Angela Cheng, 
who is now on the staff of the 
piano faculty of Oberlin College 
and Conservatory of Music outside 
of Cleveland, Ohio, to perform all 
five of Beethoven's piano concer- 
tos with the orchestra over a two- 
night period — a feat of true musi- 
cal endurance which has been 
dubbed Extreme Beethoven.

interpretation; and physically, by 
the demands placed upon the per- 
former with respect to memoriza- 
tion, and wear and tear on the fin- 
gers and hands, and so on.

Cheng feels 
her greatest challenge lies in test- 
ing one’s abilities to portray what 
the composer had in mind. 

“I guess the biggest challenge 
with this particular set of concerts 
is making sure that I have enough 
stamina and enough concentration 
and strength to get through all of 
them.” 

Although she won't be using 
meditation or any unusual tech= 
niques as part of her preparation 
for the concerts, she was careful 
to observe that she will need to 
pay careful attention to her pacing 
(just like any athlete running a 
marathon or other long-distance 
race) during the three rehearsals 
she will have with the orchestra. 

Cheng observed that another 
Canadian pianist, Anton Kuerti, 
has performed the same feat in 
one single evening.

ith nary a Giselle in sight, Ballet British Columbia 
jetés into Edmonton’s busy dance scene at the 
Arden Theatre this week. Known for their babeli- 
cious dancers and contemporary choreography, the 
14-member troupe boasts a performance style that is 
unique to Canada. 

Under the artistic directorship of John Alleyne, 
three pieces from their repertoire will be highlighted: 
Alleyne’s critically-acclaimed two-act ballet The 
Goldberg set to Bach’s Goldberg Variations; 
Chiarisco (Of Light and Shadow) by Lynne Taylor- 
Corbet, to the music of Geminiani; and Barry 
Ingham's Zero Hour which melds ballet and tango 
into a passionately theatrical event. 

So yeah, there's nary a Giselle in sight. The compa- 
ny's contemporary form is “a bridge between the 
modern dance world and the classical ballet world,” 
explains 26-year-old dancer Emily Molnar. “The 
dancers are all classically trained though the move- 
ment may be modern.” 

Indeed, the dancers’ biographies reflect that classi- 
cal discipline and the vision of Alleyne. Members of 
the seven-female seven-male troupe have studied at 
places like the National Ballet School of Canada and 
their work credits include companies such as the 
amazing Netherlands Dance Theatre to Canadian 
modern dance luminaries like Robert Desrosier and 
Judith Marcuse. 

Most of the dancers list teaching, choreography, 
and/or photography credits as well. These are not 
mere interpreters of a classical tradition but well- 
rounded participants in the joy of dance. 

“Bach person in the company has their own unique 
sensibility. John goes by the personality,” said 
Molnar. ; 

The process of The Goldberg, for example, was sim- 
ilar to one that is often used by modern choreogra- 
phers. 

“The dancers started in the studio with props and 
text with directions from John and then he moulded 
the information that was created,” enthused Molnar. 
“Not to say that the past should be denied, but there is 
so ‘lakh tnXorination in the world. This work inte- 
grates different mediums. You're not just there to be a 
cutout in a mould. You're asked to be an individual. 
The dancer and the director have an equal relation- 
ship in the creative process.” 

Molnar, herself a graduate of the National Ballet 
School, left her home in Regina for TO to study inten- 
sively as a child of 10. 

“We were exposed to the opera, the symphony, 
French and English theatre and there was an inten- 
sive academic program as well as the dance training.

f The Straight Story were the

His long-awaited next book 
is an unpublishable mess, his 
wife’s left him and his lover (the 
chancellor of the. U, wife of the 
English department head) is hav- 
ing a spot of tummy trouble. 

So what goes down when Grady 
gets interested (not in that way!) 
in James Leer (Tobey Maguire), 
the freaky kid with the creepy 


which barely gets a glance in most 
movies, at least not in any genuine 
fashion. 

Alvin Straight was a real person 
who made an unusual journey dur- 
ing the early 1990s to visit his ailing 
brother. At 73, Straight’s eyes were 
too poor to allow him to drive a car 
and he was dependent on canes for 
walking. But he hadn’t spoken with 
his brother in 10 years, so he 
jumped on his riding mower and 
drove the 600 miles from Iowa to 
Wisconsin to look in on his sibling. 
From this hair-slender premise, 
Lynch spins an engrossing tale 
with loads of compassion for all 
the characters and an in-built resis- 
tance to sentimentality and pathos. 

Alvin is not prettified at all, and 
Richard Farnsworth finds the per- 
fect balance of humility, wisdom 
and compassion in the role. Des- 
pite his faltering, bird-like legs, 

gaping mouth and watery, restless

eyes, Alvin exudes strength, earthy 
intelligence and resolve. Sissy 
Spacek is equally good as his slow- 
witted daughter Rose, who stam- 
mers her concern and affection for 
her father even as she watches him 
drive off on his dangerous pilgrim- 
age ve-e-ery slo-o-owly. 

Taking refuge in farmer’s fields 
and turn-offs, Alvin meets a variety 
of characters, all of whom share a 
common decency and all of whom 
seem like they could profit from 
his experience of life. Lynch never 
elaborates on the simple premise

to make it more exciting and he 
never resorts to affected style to 
give the film visual zip. Instead, the 
camera revels in the rolling land, 
the long sunsets and star-drenched 
nights, the slow turning of the 
leaves along the roadside, which 
Angelo Badalamenti’s typically airy 
score complements well. And not 
once does the camera pick out a 
severed ear teeming with ants hid- 
den in the long grass. 

Characters like Alvin are usually 


either invisible or peripheral in 
mainstream film, which might 
explain why The Straight Story 
isn’t running at the local multiplex. 
But with unwavering assurance, 
the people who contributed their 
talents to this film have fold a mov- 
ing, unaffected\story/that over- 
flows with respect for its charac- 
ters, the story it tells and, ultimate- 
ly, the audience.

Unfortunately, said para- 
digm is a perilous entity: if the bal- 
ance is tipped in the wrong direc- 
tion it produces an overwrought 
mess. Radiance is just saved from 
such a fate, but not because it 
avoids cliché or moments that are 
cringe-inducing. 
Reunited because of their moth- 
er's death, three sisters gather at

home. The funeral is an impover- 
ished event — apparently mama 
was not much beloved. This and 
more disruptive secrets come out. 
Most of these “twists” cam be pre- 
dicted a good ways off. Still, the 
melodramatic agenda is hardly one 
of realism and psychological 
development. You know that the 
moments of celebration will be 
truncated by a dramatic explosion 
and the cycle of sweet to bitter is 
what matters, not the content. 
Nonetheless, Radiance reaches 
for a naturalistic effect while sadly 
selling itself out in hackneyed 
tropes that are more cheesy than 
gratifying. Such forays into corni- 
ness are exacerbated by an intru- 
sive, manipulative soundtrack that 





expects only failure from him 
which his mother only confirms 
Philippe, narcissistic yet insecure 
was the favored child but has 
grown into a bully. He mostly 
ignores his sweet, suppressed wife 
Yolande. Betty is sick of being told 
how to act to get men. Denis acts 
as a sounding board for the family 
asking what appear initially to be 
stupid questions that only disguise 
his actual intelligence and kind- 
ness.

brings a remarkable dimension of 
irritation to what might otherwise 
pass as subtle. 

The weaknesses of Radiance 
are particularly unfortunate in 
what could have otherwise been a 
noble little film with a above-par 
performances and script. The rep- 
resentation of three women of 
aboriginal descent is admirable in 
so far as neither gender nor race is 
produced as an issue and justified 
accordingly. Men and white folk 
are unapologetically absent, and 
the film’s focus does not elide the 
outsider status of its characters, 
who have obviously struggled at 
the margins of things. 

The real pleasure of Radiance is 
in the lush cinematography, per- 
fectly capturing the honeyed, sun- 
soaked splendor of Queensland’s 
tropical setting. The saturated col- 
ors and bronzed glow provide an 
effective contrast to the tense rela- 
tionship of the sisters. In the end, 
you're happy this radiance facili- 
tates a much-needed familial thaw

would like to like Julia Roberts 
[= an actress, but her presence 

is increasingly becoming the 
kiss of death to any film she 
graces, and Erin Brockovich is no 
exception. It’s not a matter of bad 
or good acting, it is more a matter 
of Roberts lacking any sort of 
self-possession that would enable 
her to convey a sense of adult- 
hood. Instead, I believe Roberts’ 
success is due entirely to her 
juvenile aura — unthreatening 
and accessible. 

In some circles, such attributes 
might be seen as fine, but Erin 
Brockovich is not in those circles. 
Roberts (Erin Brockovich) 


attempts to be spunky and sassy, 
but she comes off more like a 
temperamental child with no self- 


control — this gets real tiring. 
True, the script itself is lame, giv- 
ing Roberts little to work with, 
but it’s impossible not to think a 
more edgy presence, say 
Catherine Keener (Being John 
Malkovich) in the lead would 
have made the movie a whole lot 
better. (Then again the presence 
of Catherine Keener would make 
almost any movie a whole lot bet- 
ter). 

Director Steven Soderbergh 
(The Limey, Out of Sight) proves 
himself at least the most diverse 
director working anywhere near 
Hollywood and with Erin Brocko- 
vich he proves adept at the com- 
pletely pedestrian.

marily Roberts and Albert Finney 
(Tom), although the film also sup- 
plies a more than competent sup- 
porting cast. The casting itself is 
at times humorous, as in the too 
good to be true boyfriend/babysit- 
ter George being aed by Aaron 
Eckhart, perhaps as part of a 
community service atonement for 
his asshole of thé year turn in Jn 
the Company of Men. 

Outside of performance, the 
film hints at but never delivers 
any serious payoff. Frin 
Brockovich is an attempt to val-

— this is good news. The film 
also dares to suggest that a devot- 
ed mother can crave an existence 
outside of motherhood and even 
borders on the edge of upholding 
that women may, in fact, find a 
career more rewarding than time 
with the kiddies. As well, unlike 
the trajectory of, say, Working 


/Girl and Pretty Woman, Erin's 


success in the field of lawsuit 
investigation is not cued by the 
requisite turn to “good taste.” 
Erin begins and finishes the film 
in all her trashy, mini-skirted- 
blue-eye-shadowed glory, In 
Pretty Woman when Richard 
Gere tells Roberts to smile she 
obediently obeys; in Hrin 
Brockovich when Tom (lifting a 
line from Working Girl) tells Erin 
she might want to rethink her 
wardrobe, she tells him he might 
want to rethink his tie. This is 
progress. 

If all sounds fine so far, it 
should — the film does have its 
high points. But the whole damn 
thing is just so cute — too cute. 
The provocative concerns the 
film puts on the table merely sit 
and rot. The film tells us Erin’s 
situation as an unemployed single 
mom is desperate, but such des- 
peration is never felt. The tone is 
saccharine when it should be grit- 
ty. Also, much of the ostensible 
humor of the film comes at points 
when Erin is cracking wise 
against other women about their 
weight, choice of shoe apparel,

Stern’s offerings are in no way the anemic 
offerings often passed off as healthy cooking. 
This is cooking for people who love food and 
lots of it. 

Going a step further, Stern believes people 

ould embrace this love of food and get a 
jump at cooking and eating healthier before 
they start having health concerns. 

“People need to start thinking about this in 
their 20s and 30s,” she s: noting that the 
more you cook and work with food the easier 
and quicker it gets. For example, Stern says it 
takes only about a half-hour — on average with 
some practice — to prepare most of the dishes 
in her book. 

“Try to have fun with your food,” Stern con- 
cludes, “Invite people over and cook for them, 
nothing can make you feel better. It’s an inti- 
mate sharing opportunity, very personal, and 
you'll be creating something that’s both art 
and nurturing. What a joy!”

And what did the man whose penis 
was set on fire, student Thomas 
Hendry, win? A million dollars? A 
kiwi orchard? A sheep ranch? 

No, the sucker won $500 and a 
$500 dollar bar tab. Lordy, lordy, I 
wonder What This Says About 
New Zealand Culture.
